Dec. 14.—William 
Jennings Bryan defines his position on 
the administration's policy of imperi- 


alism thus: 

“The people of the United States. 
having rescued Cuba ffom foreign 
control, may now resume the discus- 
Sion of the domestic problems which 
confront this nation and the considera- 
tion of new questions arising out of 
the war. I may be in error, but in my 
Judgment our nation is in greater dan- 
ker just now than Cuba. Our peo- 
ple defended Cuba against foreign 
arms; now they must defend them- 
selves and their country againet a for- 
eign idea—the colonial idea of Euro- 
Pean nations. Heretofore greed has 

erverted the government and used its 
nstrumentalities for private gain, but 
now the very foundation principles of 
our government are assaulted, The im- 
perialistic idea jis directly antagonistic 
to the ideas and ideals which have 
been cherished hy the American peo- 
Ple since the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

“Our nation must give up any in- 
tention of entering upon a colonial 
policy (uch as is now pursued by Eu- 
ropean countries), or it must abandon 
the doctrine that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. We may believe that 
government thas come up from the 
people, or we may believe that govern- 
ments come down to the people from 
those who possess the heaviest can- 
nons and the largest ships, but we can 
not advocate both doctrines. To bor- 
row a Bible quotation. ‘a house divided 
against itself can not stand.’ Para- 
phrasing Lincoln's declaration, I may 
add that this nation can not endure 
half renublic and half colony, half 
free and half vassal. Our form of 
government, our traditions, our pres- 
ent interests and our future welfare 
all forbid our entering upon a career 
of conquest.

If the treetw is rejected the 
negotiations must be renewed, and 
instead of settling the question acr 
cording to our own ideas we must set- 
tle it by diplomacy, with the possibil- 
itv of international. complications. It 
will be easier, I think, to end the war 
at once by ratifying the treaty and 
then deal with the subject in our own 
way. The issue can. be presented di- 
rectly by a resoiution of Congress de- 
claring the policy of the nation upon 
this subject.. ‘The President says in his 
message that our only purpose in tak- 
ing possessien of Cuba is to establish 
a stable government and then turn 
that government over to the neople of 
Cuba. Congress could reaffirm this 
purpose in regard to Cula and assert 
the same purnose in regard to the 
Philippine Islands and Porto Rico. 
Such a resolution would make a clear- 
cut issue on the doctrine of Itmperital- 
ism. We should reserve a harbor and 
coaiing station in Porto Rico and the 
Philippines in return for services ren- 
dered, and I think we would be justi- 
fied in asking the same concessions 
from Cuba. 

“In the case of-Porto Rico, where 
the people have as yet’ expressed no 
desire for an independent government, 
we might, with propriety declare our 
willingness to annex the island if 
the citiznes desire annexation, but 
the Phil'ppine Islands are too far 
away and their people too different 
from ours to be annexed to the United 
States, even if’ they desired it.”’

‘Ine defendant hailed the car at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Wasn wtreet. He entered 
and took a seat. He got into a quarrel with 
another passenger and the conductor told 
him to keep order or would have to put 
him off. Netties eaid he would get off if 
he would pay him back his fare. Nettles 
continued to paise a disturbance and Mann 
cautioned him again. Tnen Nettles waiked 
out on the rear piatform. He drew a revol- 
ver and made a demonstration. Mann 
called the motorman. ‘he negro was put 
otf the car. As he stepped to the ground 
Nettles drew his revolver and fired. He 
fired twice more, each shot taking effect. 
Mann died from the wounds. 

Nettles escaped at the time, but was ar- 
rested a few days later. 

Dr. Wolfert, the post-mortem physician, 
for the Coroner, was the first witness for 
the State. He described the nature of the 
wounds which caused Mann’s death. 

Nettles is a tall and slender negro, rather 
dark. He has a small head and sloping 
forehead. His head runs to a peak at t 
back and ts covered with a crop of short, 
kinky hair that clings close to the skull. 
His arms are abnormally long and his fin- 

ers long and bony. His nose is long and 
oes not flatten. is lips are thin, his chin 
long and square and he has high cheek 
bones. His eyes are small and black, and 
they are set deep in their. sockets. They 
are partially concealed by heavy black eye- 
brows. His ears are large and are set 
low on the side of his head. He wears a 
blue, square-cut coat-of heavy material, no 
vest and gray jeans trousers. His feet are 
exceptionally large and his shoes coarse 
and badly worn. He has on a white shirt, 
a turn-down collar and a blue tie. 

Nettles took his seat by hie attorney's 
side and twined his bony fingers tg@gether. 
He scanned the jurors closely, and listened 
attentively to every word uttered by the 
jury. 

Attorneys Maurer and Van Patton, for 
the defense, announced that they wou.d 
not make their opening statement until 
the State had finished the introduction of 
evidence. 

Dr. C. C. Morris, Superintendent and 
Chief Surgeon of the Baptist Hospital, took 
the stand. Mann was brought into the 
Baptist Hospital on the evening of July 4, 
last. He examined the wounds. The pa- 
tient was in a state of collapse when re- 
ceived. e was unconscious. Dr. Morris 
performed the operation of laparatomy, 
the patient having been shot in the setom- 
ach. Patient was received about 9:39 
o’clock. Dr. Morris testified as to the -na- 
ture of the wounds, and said he considered 
them mortal.

thorough a basis.
